INTRODUCnON 


Wsts Mohamaad established lalSm in 
he uuisted that he was not proclaiming a nev 
religion, tor he believed that all the prophets 
who preceded him had brought the same message. 
‘Ftom time to time Qod had sent prophets and 
had revealed His will in sacred books ; but men 
were rebellious, and so it was necessary for Him 
periodically to send a new prophet to lead them 
baok to the truth. Mohamniad had no sense 
of any gradual development in the knowledge 
of God, for he held that a knowledge of the true 
religion had been given to man from the begin¬ 
ning. The reason why God needed to send 
prophets with fresh revelations was because 
men had fallen away from the truth and required 
' to be called hack to it. Thus men like Abraham, 
Moses, Jesus, and himself had all the same task 
set before them, and none of them was essentially 
difierent from any other. God might authorise 
one to abrogate certain practices wUch had bear 
commmiided by a pred^essor, but in essential 
matters they were all engaged in the same task, 
which was to proclaim the unity of God and 
summon men to worship Him alone.

This being Itfohanun&d'a belief, it naturally 
follows that be waa unable to aocept what 
CShriatians taught regarding the person of Jeans. 
To him Jeeua was no more than a prophet, even 
though He is accorded a dignity which is given 
to no other. The IJor&n apoaka of the Virgin 
Birth ; calls Jeeus God’s Word and a spirit from 
Him; declares that He is '* eminent in this 
world and the next, and one of those who approach 
God’s presence;" and attributes wonderful 
miracles to Him. But Mohammad could not 
admit that He was anything more than other 
men. He understood the doctrine of His Son* 
ship in a oamal sense, and therefore ho very 
naturally denied it vigorously. As an example 
of the Muslim rejection of this doctrine, one 
might guote the argument of AbQ 'OthmSn 'Amr 
Ibn Bahr al J&bis, who lived in tho ninth century 
of our eta. He said that if God is a Father, 
He must also be a grandfather and an anole; 
and insisted that the birth of Jesus ws4 not so 
unique as that of Adam and Eve, for they bad 
neither father nor mother. 

The purpose of this volume is to present an 
account of Jesus as He appears in tho works of 
Muslim writan. 1 have ooBeoted the relevant 
passages from the Herrin, of which I give my 
own translation, and 1 hope that it will not be 
foimd that I have inadvertently omiried any. 
I have confined myself to those passages whi^ 
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make a dftfi,Qite referenoe to Jeaue, omitting 
those 'vhich are merely directed towards 
QmBMans with no particular reference to Jesxzs. 
No attempt baa bm made to arrange these 
passages ao as to gire a chronological account 
of the life and teaching of Jeeus; ^ey are pre¬ 
sented in the order in which they ooonr in the 
RorSn. I have added a few selections from 
Tha'labi’e ftisos cd Atibiyi' (Stories of the 
Prophets), along with one passage from Abu al 
Fld/t’s Untvsrft^ History. The ultimate source 
of this latter work 4s Tabari's history, but 1 have 
chosen Abu al Fid&'a aocount rather than 
Tabarre beoaoae it is ahorter. 

The main part of this volume consists of sayings 
attributed to Jesita and stories about Nim which 
are found in the writings of various Muslim 
writers. Professor Marg^uth collected 77 
passages, 71 of which are from Qhas&U^s 
Ihp^' ‘UlUtn ad Byn (Retiral of the Beliglous 
Soiences), and 6 from other eouroes. These 
were published in five parts in toI. v of the 
Expo9itory Tinw (1693*4). Michael Asin y 
Paiacios, the profeasor of Arabic in Madrid 
Univenity, has published a work in two parte, 
entitled Logia et Agrapha Domini Jegtt apud 
Moslemicos Scriplores, asaUcos preserfm, u^/a, 
which oontains 238 passages, It is publiahed in 
Datrvlogia OrUniaii^, voU. xiii and xix. The 
first volume deals with Uhaz^'s work referred 
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to above, with tJw additioa of parallel pe^es 
from other writera \ and the eeoond ooneistt of 
passages from various -writera. Margohouths 
collection give* a fraaalatioa of the passage 
with oooasional explanatory notes ; Asm givee the 
Arabic text of aU but the last eight pass^, with 
a Latin trwulation and notes in I^tm. Asm 
moludes some psesagos which refer to John the 
Baptist, Zoohariab, and Mary which I have not 
tranalated, m they do not come within the 
purpose of this book. I have also omitted 
variants and the passagee of which tbo Arablo 
text is not given. In both those collections the 
passages are given in tho order in which they 
occur in the sources from which they arc taken, 
bub I have not followed this order. For the 
sake of showing various aspects of the Muslim 
representation of Joeui, 1 have attempted to 
group the passages under several headings. 

Both collections number the passages, so I have 
indicated the numbers for the benefit of those 
who care to refer to them. To save space, “A.*' 
is used for Asin’i collection, and M.*’ for 
Margoliou^'s. Beferences are also given to the 
other passages. The nombars of the surahs and 
the verses in the l^orto are given. “Th.” 
stands for Tbalahrs stories, the pages to which 
reference is made being those in the edition 
wMoh 1 used, that print^ in Cairo in 1810 
(1862 " A.F.*' stands for Abh al Fidfi, the

edition referred to being Heiseher’s, puUiahed 
in Leipzig in 1831. 

In the paesegee which are translated in this 
Tolume It will be seen that Jesus is treated as 
merely a prophet and teacher, who is not 
necessarily better than crther pious people. One 
should beware of laying too much stress on the 
title “ Spirit of Qod ” by which He is frequently 
addressed, for th^ is merely an echo of words 
used in the l^oriin. Ho is loprceentod as foeling 
Himself less worthy to pray for rain than a man 
who ha<l plucked out his eye because it had looked 
at a woman (A. 10, p. 95); He la doscrlbod as 
being gloomy in contrast to John the Baptist, 
who was olmerful, and whom God commends 
as being the more attractive (A. 121, p. 103); 
He is rebuked by God for failing to understand 
the piety of a simple man (A. 203, p. 125); He 
takes warning when He finds that Satan has 
discovered some evil in Him (A. 174 6ie, p. 76). 
All this is quite in keeping with the Muslim 
conception of His person ; but it naturally 
rataos a question as to whether timte can bo any 
element of gonuuionesa In such possr^ce. 

The problem of determining tho origin of the 
sayings and stones is a difiicult one. In some 
instanooe it is obriotXB that tiie writer had access 
to tho New Testament, or more probably bad a 
second-hand knowledge of it, and so made a 
fairly aoeoiate quotation, e.g. A. 55, p. 46, 
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A. 65, p. 47. la deallog with other eayioge 
one hesitates to pronounce an opinion as to 
their genumenees or othorwise. It is important 
to notice that Asin is conTinoed that some oi 
the sap^s are genuine, although he does not 
commit himseli ahsolutelj to this position. 
When he comes to a saying which he foals is 
genuine, his faTCurite phrase is "Agraphum 
mihi yjdetur.” The Eev. R, Dunkerley pub¬ 
lished two eatoelleat articles in tho Expoiiicry 
Twnes of January and February 1926. on "The 
Muhammadan A^apha/* in which he is inclined 
to support Asin*s feeling that some sayings aro 
genuine; and he dves four reasons for doing so. 

(1) It is reasonable to expoct that unrecorded 
sayings of Jesus had long ^on cherished in cut- 
of*the-way parts of Arabia and Mesopotamia. 

(2) When the sscription to Jesus is dodnite, 
unchallenged, and of early date, and when 
sereral witnesses agree, th^ are grounds for 
holding a saying to be genuine. (S) If a passage 
contains teaming alien to or opposed to Islim it 
may be taken as coming from a Christian source. 
(4) If a saying has tho aptness and precision 
characteristic of Qospel sayings, wo may be dis- 
posed to accept it. These axe sound principles 
of judgment, but there must always bo a doubt. 

In many instances, howorer, one need hare 
little doubt about rejecting the genuineness of 
passages. The wonderful stories of the raising 
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of the dead, a speakwg skoU, etc., are obvioae 
fiotiona. Such a stor 7 as A, I4S, p. Hi, 'which 
speake of a raountain bewailing the fact -that 
idols had been hewn from it, is clearly of Muslim 
origin, as it is baaed oa some wor<^ from the 
I^oiSn. But A. 216, p. 83, is strange, for while 
it <paotcs words whi<^ are attributed to Jesus 
in the ^orSn, it adds to them something which 
would seem to have a Christian origia. 

The large number of ascetic passages may 
surprise some readers, but one must remember 
that the Nestorian Church in Mesopotamia laid 
great omphasis on asceticism, and that many of 
their monks seoluded themselTes in the deserts 
d Arabia. It may well be that one source of 
these sayings is to be found in this region. 
Ano&er point to note is that there is a greater 
element of asoetioisixL in the sayings of Jesus 
recorded in the New Teetament than one com¬ 
monly recognises. But even allowing for tiiese 
considerations, one cannot help feeling that a 
great amount of this group of sayings is the 
growth of a later age when asceticisni was 
regarded by many as necessary for ealTation. 

As regard ThaUabl’s stories, and also some 
passages in the l^oxan, one is able to suggest 
an origin for some of them in apocryphal Gospels. 
For example, the story of Jesus being sent to 
learn the trade of dyeiog has a paralld in the 
Gospel of Thomas, where He is said to ha'^e 
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«tooompani«d Mary cm a visit to a dyar. The 
same Ck«pel has a story in wbioh Jeens changed 
some children into goats, which suggests an 
origin for Tba‘labile story cd their being changed 
into swine. There is a passage in the Book of 
James, or Ptotevangeliuxa, which speaks of the 
priests rods to see who should have oharge 
of Mary, wuch corresponds to the story. 

In the same book Mary is rebuked for unchastlty, 
bnt this difiera from the ^or&nio passage in that 
it speaks of this as happening b^ore the birth 
of Jesus. The I^or£n speaks of Jesus maldag 
a bird of olay, while the Gospel of Thomas 
speaks of His having made twelve sparrows 
of olay. The Gospel of PseudO'Matthow says 
that when Mary was on her way to Egypt, a 
palm-tree bowed down to let her pluck its fruit 
and a spring burst forth, which is reminiscent 
of the Kcrftnio story where, before the birth of 
Jesus, a streamlet appears and Mary is told 
that if she shakes the trunk of a palm-tree it 
will drop fresh dates. The Gospels of Thomas 
and of Pseudo-Matthew have also a story similar 
to that found in A. 20$, p. 92. These are only 
a few parallels which have come to my notice, 
but they suggest that many of the sa3dnga 
and stories may have come through Christian 
channels, and have been accepted in good faith 
by Muslims, although such as the above ate 
clearly apocryphal. But this indicatea that 
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even if » Chrietian eooroe c&a be foimd for xoaz^ 
of the paasagee, it doee cot necessadl^ follow 
that they giro us g:^iune words of Jesus or 
geuuiae etorise about hua. 

E. J. JeckinsOQ, in an article on ** Jteus in 
Mosleoi Tradition’' in the Moskm World of 
July Z92S, gives a parallel frozn Jewish traditi{m 
of Iba^brs story of the blind man and the 
lame man, which raises the question as to 
whether some of the passages are not to be 
attributed to Jewish souioes; and in this 
oonneotion it is inteiesting to note that Asin 
has here and there indicated that sayings which 
are attributed to Jesus are reminiscent of 
passages in the Old Testament. And agaiu; it 
IB not unlikely that certain aphorisms or moral 
stories which had come down for generations 
were attached to Jeeus» althoiigh originallj they 
had no oonneotion with Him. 

While this discussion necessarily deals Tory 
indefinitely t^th the question of origii^, it should 
be pointod out that Muslims had ample oppo> 
tnniiy of coming into contact with Cbristiaus 
from whom they may well have learned some 
of their traditions. In the tune of Mohammad 
Arabia was surrounded by a number of Ohiistlan 
oomm,unities. From M^potamia and Syria 
Qhxistiazuty extended to toe peoples of 
and Ghass&n in North Arabia, and to some of 
the tribes of the neighbourhood. In the south 
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Clirigtiftiiity had long been lepreaented; 
About the tune of Mohammad’s birth an attempt 
was made to divert the worship of the Arabs 
from the kaT>a in Mecca to a Christian ohuroh 
which had been built in San‘a’ in the Yemen; 
but the expedition was a failure. NejrSn 
there was a Christian ohviroh which had under¬ 
gone severe persecution not Long before this. 

When lel&m gained in strength, memben of 
Christian tribes were gradually absorbed into the 
new religion, and before long Christianity was 
wiped out of Arabia. But as the conquests 
extended beyond the bounds of Arabia the Mus¬ 
lims came into contact with other Christian 
ffrtynmnnifitffl Christians wore given the alterna¬ 
tive of accepting IslSm or paying tribute; and 
. while many adopted IslSm, many others retained 
their r ^i^i oo The Christums were commonly 
given very fair treatment, and, especially in 
the early days, many of them were employed 
in Government offices. 

Thus the Muslim oommunity had in ite midst 
two groups from whom it was possible to gather 
information regarding Jeeus : the Christian com¬ 
munities and converts from Christianity to Islam. 

In addition to the passages mentioned 
on p. 10, it has been found necessary to omit A., 
218, 219, 224 owing to considerations of space.

But they 
did not kill him, and they did not orucify him, 
hut one was made to appear to them like him. 
And werily those who dbagieod about him are 
in doubt regarding him; they haTs no knowledge 
of him hut the bllowisg ot opinion, and they 
did not really kill him. On the contrary, God 
raised him to Himself; and God is mighty cmd 
wise.

lespeot to Pentateneb, and was a guidance 
and warning to the Cktd'fearing.

y. 82.^Those of the Children of Israel who 
disbelieved were oursed by the tongue of David 
and of Jesus, son of Mary. That was beoaw 
they were disobedient and were transgressoie. 

V, 109-118.—^Vhen God said, “ 0 Jesus, eon 
of Mary, remember my favour to you and to 
your mother when I strengthened you by the 
Holy Spirit; yon were spewing to men in the 
cradle and when ^wn up ; and when I taught 
you the Book and wisdom, and the Pentateuch 
and the Gospel; and when you were creating 
from olay something hhA a bird by My permission 
and were blowing into it and it was becoming 
a bird by My permissioii; arid were curing 
the blind fT<^ birth and the leper by My per¬ 
mission ; and when you were raking the dead 
by My permission; and when 1 turned away the 
Children of Israel from you when you brought

X said to them only what Thou com- 
manddeet me, ’ Worship God, my Lord and your 
Lord,* and I was a wiStkess against them as long 
as I was amoi^ them. If Thou punisheet 
them, they are Thy servants; and ii Thou 
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forgivest them* TLon ftrt the mighty and the 
wise One/’ 

71, 84-90.—And We gave him [Abraham] 
Zsa^ Jacob, both We guided, and Noah 
We gxiided formerly; and of his seed were David 
AfiH SoJbmon and Job and Joseph and L^eee and 
Aajoc, and thus do We reward those who do good ; 
and Z^ariah and John and Jesus and Elijah, 
all were of the upright; and Ishmael and Elisha 
and Jonah and Lot, and we Cavoured them all 
above the worlds; and some of their fathers 
and ofispring and brethren, and We ohose thorn 
and guided them to a straight path. That is 
God’s guidance with which He guides those of 
His servants whom Ha wills ; but 2 they had boon 
idolaters, what they were doing would hava been 
fraitJeas.

1 take Toiuge in the Keroiful from you if yoc are 
God'fearing." Ho ropliod, “I am only the 
moeeongor of your Lord to giTo you a pure boy.'’ 
She said, “ How can 1 have a boy when no man 
has touched me, and I am not a prostitute ? ” 
He replied, “Thus has your Lord said, ‘It is 
eaay for hfe, and We will make him a sign to 
men and a meroy from Us, and it is a matter 
that is decreed' ” Then she conoeiTed him 
and withdrew with him to a remote place \ and 
the pangs of ohlid-birth made her oome to the 
trunk of a palm-tree. She said, “Would that 
I had died before this and had been forgotten 
and unremembered I ” Then he called to her 
from under her, “ Do not grieve; your Lord has 
put a streamlet below you and shake towards 
you tbe trunk of the ^m-tree, and it will let 
fresh, ripe dates fall on you ; so eat and drink 
and refresh yourself. And if you see anyone, 
say, ’ Verily i have vowed a fast to the^Meroiful, 
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so I will not speak to a human boing to-da 7 / ” 
Then she brought him to her people, carrying 
him. They said, 0 Mary, you hare brought 
an extraorinary thing. 0 aiater of A^on, your 
father was not a bad man and your mother was 
not a prostitute.” Then she pointed to him. 
They said, How can we speak to one who is a 
boy in the cradle ? ” He said, “ Verily I am God’s 
servant. He has brou^t me the Book and has 
made me a prophet and made me blessed where- 
ever 1 am, and has eigoined on me prayer and 
alms as long as 1 live and filial piety to my 
mother, and He has not made me proud and 
miserable. And peace be upon me the day 1 
was bom and the day I die and the day 1 am 
raised up alive 1 ” This is Jesus, son of Mary, 
the Word of tmth, about whom they doubt. 
It was not fitting for God that He should beget 
any son. Praise be to Him t When He dcoreos 
anything, He only says to it, ** Be,” and it comes 
into bei^.

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LVll, 26, 27.—And We bave fie&6 Noah and 
Ahrahaa have pet in their odeprli^ prophecy 
and the Booh, and tome of them were rightly 
guided, but many of them were impious. Then 
We caused Our apostles to follow in their traces 
and We caused Jesus, son of Maiy, to follow \ 
and We brought him the Gospel and put gentle* 
ness and compassion in the hearts of those who 
followed him. But as for the monastic state, 
they invented it. We prescrihed for them only 
de^ for the aooeptance of God; but they did 
not observe it as it ought to he observed. So 
We gave thdr reward to those of them who 
believed, bnt many of them were impious.

Th., p. 243.—Ea'b si Badd : Jesus, sco) of 
Mar 7 » vas & ruddy mau, inclined to 'white; he 
did not hftTO long hair, and ho noTor anointed 
his head. Josus uHod to walk barefoot, and he 
took no house, or adornmont, or goods, or 
olothoe, or provision cxcopt hia day’s food. 
Whorover tho eun sot ho arranged his foot in 
prayer till tho morning camo. Ho was coring 
the blind from birth and tho leper and raising 
tho dead by God's permission and was telling 
his people what they were eating in their houses 
and what they were storing up ior the morrow 
{of. KorSn XU, 43], and he was walking on the 
surface oi the water in the sea. His head was 
disheveUed and his face was small; he was an 
ascetic in the world, longing for the next world 
and eager for the worship of God. He was a 
pilgrim in the earth till the Jews sought him 
and deeired to kill him. Then God raiiUd him 
up to heaven; and God knows best. 

rA., pp. 241, 242. [The following is a Teraion 
of the story of the Wise Hen from the East.]— 
That night people went out repairing to him 
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beoatifie of a star whicL had riaon. They had 
been told formerly in the Book of Daniel that tho 
rising of that star would be one of the signs ol 
him who was to be bom. So they went out 
seeking him, and took with them gold, myrrh, 
and franldnoeiise. They passed ono of tho kings 
oi Syria who asked them, “ Where are you making 
for ? ” and they told him about that. Ho said, 
What LB the meaning^of the mynh, gold, and 
frankuLcense ? Will you present him with those 
things t'' They replied, '* Those represent him, 
beoanse gold is the Lord of all goods, aimilariy 
this prophet (God bless him and grant him peace I) 
is the of the people of his time; and beoouM 
what is broken and wounded is put right with 
myrrh, similarly God will heal by this prophet 
(God bless him and grant poaco I) all who are 
infirm and ill; and because tho smoke of frank> 
incense and no other smoke enters hoaTon, 
similarly God will roiso prophot (God bless 
him and grant him peace [) and no other prophet 
of his time to heaven.” When they said that 
to that king he deoided to kill him, so he said 
to them, “ Go away, and when you learn where 
he is, tell me about that, for 1 wish the same 
with reepeot to him as yon do.”

Th., pp. 243, 244.—Wahb said; The first ugn 
which i£B people saw firom Jeeiis was that his 
mother was living in the house of a village 
headman in the land of Egypt, to which Joseph 
the carpenter had brought her when he went 
with her to Egypt, and the poor tised to repair 
to that headman’s house, Some money heloi^* 
ing to that headman was stolen from hU treasury, 
but ho did not suspect the poor, and Mary was 
grieved over the affliction of that headman. 
When Jesus saw his mother's grief ovor her 
host’s affliction be sidd to her. uothor, do yon 
want me to guide him to his money I” Sho 
replied, ” Yes, my son.” He said, “Tell Mm 
to gather the poor for me in his house.” 8o 
Ma:^ said that to the headman and he gathered 
the poor for him. When they had coUeotod he 
went to two of them, one of whom was blind and 
the other lame, and lifted the lame man .on to the 
blind man’s shoulder, and said to him, “ Bdee 
up with him.” The blind man replied, ”1 am 
too weak for that.” Jesus said to him, “ How 
were you strong enough for it yesterday!” 
*^80 they heard him saying that, they beat the 
blind man till be arose, and when be stood up 
the lame man reached to the window of the 
treasury. Then Jesus said to the headman. 
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Xb’os they sohemed spinet yorzi property 
yesterday, becatree the blind man sou£;ht ^ 
help of Me strength and the lame man cd his 
eyes.’’ Then the blind man and the lame man 
said, " He has spoken the troth, by God I and 
reetored all hia money to the headman. He took 
It and put it in his treasoiy and said, 0 Mary, 
take h^ ot it/* She repU^, “ I was not creat^ 
for that/’ The headman said, **Then ^ve It 
to your son.** She replied, He is greater in 
rank than I.” 

Soon after the headman gave a marriage-feast 
for a son of his. He prepared a feast for him 
and gathered all the people of Egypt to it and * 
was feeding them for two months. Then when 
that came to an end some people from Syria 
visited him, but the headman did not know 
about them till they arrived, and that day he 
bad no wine. Wh^ Jesus saw bis conoem 
about that, he entered one of the headman's 
houses in which were two rows of jars and Jesus 
pasted his hand over their mouths whilo he was 
walking by; arifl every time he passed his hand 
over a jar it became full of wine, until Joaus 
came to the last of thorn. And at that time 
he was twelve years old. 

Another sign. As Sadi said: When Jesus 
(Peace be upon him |) was in the school, he used 
to tell the boys what theu fathers were doing; 
and he would say to a boy, ** Qo [home], for 
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your people have been eating such 6nd encli 
and have prepared [IJ such and such ior yon 
and they are eating such and such.” So the 
^oy would go home to his people and would cry 
till they gave him that thing. Then they woold 
say to huxL, “ Who told you about this 1 ” and 
he would say, "Jesus.” So they shut away 
their boys from him and said, “ Do not play with 
this magician.” So they gathered them in a 
houBO» and Jesus came looking for them. Then 
thoy said, ‘^They are not here.” He said to 
thorn, ”’Xhon what is in this house?” They 
replied, "Swine.” Ho said, "Let them ti 
swino,” So when thoy opened the door for thorn, 
lo I they woro swino. That spread among the 
people, and the Children of Israel were troubled 
about it. So when his mother was ahaid con¬ 
cerning him she put him on an ass of hers and 
went in flight to Egypt. 

Th., p. 244.—‘At&’ said : When Mary bad taken 
Jeeos from the school, she banded him over to 
various trades, and the last to which she entrusted 
him was to the dyers; so she banded him over 
to their ohiof that he might Lcam from him. 
h^ow the man >>^^1 varions olothca with him, 
and he had to go on a journey, so ho said to Jeeus, 
" You have learned this trade, and 1 am going 
on a journey from which t shall not return for 
ten days. These elothee are of different colours, 
and 1 have mivrkc<l every one of them with the 
3 
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colour vitli wLich it is to be dyed, so I want you 
to be finished with them when 1 return.” Then 
he went out. Jesus (Peace be upon him I) pre¬ 
pared one receptacle with one colour and pat 
all the clothes in it and said to them, Be, by 
God’s penmssion, according to what is ezpected 
of you.” Then the dyer came, and all the 
clothes were in one leoeptaole, so he said, “ 0 
JesoB, what haye you done 1 ” He replied, 
" 1 have finished them.” He said, ” Where are 
theyl ” He replied, “In the receptacle.” He 
said, ‘‘All of them?” He replied, “Tee.” 
He said, ” Bow are they all in one reoeptacle ? 
You haye spoiled those olothos.” He replied, 
” Rise and look.” 8o he arose, and Jesus took 
out a yellow garment and a green garment and 
a red garment until he had taken them out 
according to the colours which he desired. Then 
the dyer began to wonder, and he knew that that 
was from God (Great and glorious is He I). Then 
the dyer eaid to the people, “ Come and look at 
what Jesus (Peace be upon him I) has done.” 
So he' and hb companions, and they were the 
disciples, believed on him ; and Qod (Gh^eat and 
glorious is He I) knows best. 

Th., p, 246.-^Hia prayer by which he was 
curing the sick and bringing the dead to life was : 
0 God, Thou art the Gcd of those who are in 
heaven and of those who are on earth; there is 
no god in them other than Thee. And Thon art 
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tke alinighty Oca of thoeo who are in the heaTeos 
and the almighty One of those who are on earth; 
there is no almighty one in them other than Thee. 
And Thou art Eing oi thoae who are in the 
hearena and the King of those who are on earth;

Tlxy 
power on earth is like Thy power in hoaven, 
and Thy authority on earth is like Thy authority 
in heaven.

TA., p. 246.—Ibn ‘Abbas said: They [the 
disoiplee] were fisberccion who were eatohing fish, 
and Jesus passed them and said to them, “ ‘What 
are yon doing?** They replied, “We are 
eatohing fish.” He said to Aem, “ WUl you 
not oome with me that you may oatob men ! *’ 
They replied to him, “ How do you mean ? *’ 
He said, “ "We will summon men to Ood.*’ They 
replied, “ And who are you 1 ** He said, “ I am 
Jeeus, son of Mary, God’s servant and apostle.” 
They askod, “ Is any oi the prophets above you?” 
Be replied, “Yes, the Arabian prophet.*' So 
those men followed hiTn and believed on htm 
and set out with him. As Sadi said; They were 
sailors. Ibn Artat sud: They were fullers and 
were called that [^at^inyw] because they made 
clothes white. 
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Ibn Fatbawaih told us in bis tradition from 
as follows: The disciples were twelve 
meo who followed Jesus; and when they were 
hui^ry they said, “ 0 Spirit of God, we are 
hungry; then he would strike the ground 
with his hand, whether on the plain or on a 
mountain, and two loaves would appear for each 
man and they would eat them. And when they 
were thirsty they said, “ 0 Spirit of God, we are 
thirsty ; ” then he would strike the ground with 
bis hand, whether on the plain or on a mounts, 
and water would appear and they would drink. 
They said, “ 0 Spirit of God, who is better off 
than we are t When we wish you feed us, and 
when we wish you give us drink, and we believe 
in you and have followed you.” He replied. 

He is better ofi than you who works widi his 
hand and eats what he has earned.” The 
narrator said; So they began to make dories 
for wages. 

Th., p. 246.—It is rdated that Jeeus (Peace 
be upon Him passed a monastery in which 
were two blind men and said, What are these % ” 
The reply was given to him, These are people 
who sought death and blinded themselves with 
thedf hands.” So he said to them, " What urg^d 
you to this ? ” They replied, ‘‘We feared the 
punishment of death, so we did what you see 
ourselves.” Then he said, “ You are the learned 
imd the wise and the monks and the esoellent 
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cnee. Rnb your eyes with your handa and say, 
* In the name of Gbd.’ ” So they did that, and 
lo I they were both standing seeing. 

Th., p. 247.—Ai Salbi said,'' Jesus was tuaing 
the dead by means of “0 Lmng One I 0 
Eternal One I ” 

Th., p. 247.—It is related that he went out 
one day in his wandering accompanied by one 
of his QOTopanions who was a short man who 
attached himself greatly to Jesus. Then when 
Jesus camo to the sea he said, Xn the name of 
God, with health and certainty ; then he walked 
on the surface of the water. Then tho short 
man said, “ In the namo of God, with health 
and certainty; ” and he walked on the surface 
of the water. Then wonder entered him and he 
said, “ This is Jesus, the Spirit of God, walking 
on the water, and I am walking on the water.” 
The narrator said; Then he gftnTr in the water 
and appealed to Jesus, so Jesus reached out to 
him from the water and took him out and said 
to him, “ What did yon say, 0 short one 1 ” 
He told him what had pervaded his mind and 
Jesus said to him, “ You hare put yourself in a 
place other than that in which God put you and 
God abhorred you on account of what you said; 
so turn to God in repentance for what you said.” 
8o the man repented and returned to the rank 
in whioh God had placed him.

Khamshaw! told ue in his tradition from h£a'&dh, 
son of Jahal, that the apostle of God—

pea<« I) said, “ If yon really knew God you would 
have learned the knowledge after whl^ there is 
no ignorance, but no one has ever attained to 
that.” They said, ‘'Not even you, 0 apostle 
of God ? ” He replied, “ Not even I.” They 
said, ” 0 apostle of God, it has reached us that 
Jeans, son of Mary, walked on the water.” He 
said, ” Tes, and if he had had more fear and cer¬ 
tainty, he would have walked on the air.” They 
said, “ 0 apostle of Qod, we were not thinJdDg that 
the apostles came short.” He replied, “ Verily 
God (Exalted is Hel) has too high a rank for 
anyone to reach His rank.” 

A .F., pp. 58-62. [After mentioning the names 
of the disciples.]—These are they who asked him 
for the descent of the tahlo. So Jesus asked his 
Lord (Great and glorious is He {) and He sent 
down to him a red tray covered with a napkin 
in which was a hroiled fish surrounded hy 
vegetahlee with the exception of the leek, with 
salt at its head and vinegar at its tail; and along 
with it were five loaves on some of which wore 
olives and on the others pomegranates and dates. 
A g^eat number of people ate of them and they 
did not diminish; and whenever a diseased 
person ate of them he was cured. it was 
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fin ming dovn one dfty and disappearing the next 
ior the space of forty nights. 

Ibn Said said: And when God informed the 
li(teeslah that he was going from the world he was 
disturbed at that, and called the disciples and 
prepared food for them and said, “ Come to me 
to>night. for 1 have need of yon/' Then when 
they gathered at night, he gave thorn supper and 
rose to serre them ; and when they had finished 
eating he began to wash their hands and wipe 
them with his olothee ; but they disdained that, 
so he said, “ WhodTer rejects anything of what I 
do is not one of mine/* Then they leR him alone 
until he finished. Then he said, “ I have only 
done this that you should have In me an example 
of Serving one another. And as regards my 
need of you, it is that you should strive for me 
in prayer to God that lay end may be delayed.” 
But when they wished to do that, God oast sleep 
on them, so that they were incapable of prayer ; 
and the Messiah began to waken them and rebuke 
them, but they od^ increased in sleep and lazi* 
n es s and told him that they were too overcome 
for that. Then the Messiah said, ** Praise be 
to Qod i The shepherd is taken away and the 
sheep are scatter^.” Afterwards he said to 
them, ” Verily I say unto yon, one of yon will 
deny me before the cock crows, and one of yon 
will sell me for a small sum of money and will 
consume my price.” And the Jews had been 
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energetio in searchi^ for ; then one of the 
disciplee came to Herod, the goTemoi of the 
Je^ and to a companj of the Jews and said, 

What will 700 assign me if I guide 7011 to the 
Messiah ? ” They assigned him thirty dirhems, 
and he took them and guided them to him. 
Then God (Exalted is He I) raised the Messiah 
to Himself and cast his likeness on him who 
led them to him. 

Ibn al Athir said in the E&mil: The learned 
hare differed concerning his death before his 
being raised up. Some sa 7 , “ He was raised up 
and did not d^.*^ Others say, “ No, God made 
Kim die for three hours.” Othere say, “ For 
seTen hours, then He brought him back to life ” 
And those who say this are expoimdlng His 
saying (Exalted is He (], “ Vorily I will cause 
you to die and will raise you to Myself.”

And when ^e Jews seited the person who 
had been made to resemble him, they bound him 
and began to lead him with a rcpe and say to 
him, “ You were raising the dead. Can you not 
save yourself from this rope ? ” And they were 
spitti^ in his face and putting thorns on him ; 
and they emoified him on the cross for six hours. 
Then Joseph the carpenter asked for him from 
the gOTernor who was OTer the Jews, whose name 
was Pilate and whose title was Herod, and 
buried him in a grare which the aforementioned 
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Joseph hftd prepared for huoaeli. Th&a God 
sent down the Meeaieh from hearen to his mother, 
Maiy, when she was weeping for him, and he 
Baid to her, ** Verily God has raised me to Him¬ 
self and nothing but good has befallen me/’ 
And he gaye her instruotionB, and she gathered 
the dieeiples to him and he sent them through 
the earth as messengcra from God and he ordered 
them to oonyey from, him [the message which] 
God had commanded him. Then G^ raised 
him to Himself and tho disciples scattered where 
he commanded them. The Messiah’s raising up 
was three hundred and thirty-six years aft^ 
Alexander's conquest of Darius. 

A1 Shahras^l said; Then four of tho 
disciples, Matthew, Luke, Hark, and John, came 
together, and each of them collected a Gospel, 
and the end of the Gospel of Matthew Is diai 
the Messiah said, Verily 1 hare sent you to the 
nations as my Father sent me to you ; so go and 
sunmon the nations in the same of the Father 
and the Son and tho Holy Ghost.”

Afterw^ds he 
found Jeeus (Peace he upon him I) already bom 
with the angels doing him hononi. Then he 
returned to them and said, “Verily a prophet 
hae been bom last night; no woman ever became 
pregnant or gave birth to a ohlld without my 
hei^ present, with the exception of this [child]. 
So despair of the idols being worshipped after this 
night; but attack the sons of men from the aide 
of haste and lerity." 

A., 63 ; if*., 64.^It has roaohod ne that Jesus, 
eon of Mary (Peace be upon him I) said, “ 0 
you learned men who are evil, you fast and pray 
and give alms, and do not do what you are 
commanded, ^rlf^ you teach what you do not 
peiform. How evil is what you d^ide I You 
repent in speech and hopes, but act according 
to desire. What does it avail you to purify youx 
glcina while youT hearts are filthy ? Verily I say 
unto you. do zxot be like a sieve from wtuoh the 
good flour goes out and in which tho siftings 
remain. Similarly you utter tho decree from 
your mouths, wh^e malice remains in your 
hecffts. 0 slaves of the world, how can he attain 
the next world whose desire is not fulfilled in 
thifl world and whose Graving is not out off from 
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itt Verily 1 eay unto yon, yoor hearte will 
weep for your deeds. You have put the world 
\mder yonr tongues and [good} de^ under your 
feet. Verily 1 say unto you, you have spoiled 
y<yox next life, for the w^are of the present 
world is dearer to you than the welfare of the 
next. So what men are greater losers than yon, 
if you only knew it I Woe to you ) How long 
will yon describe the way to those who journey 
by night and romain as people who are o^oaed, 
as though yon wore calling the people of the 
world to leave it to you ? Gently, gently I 
Woo to you I What does it avail a dark house 
if a lamp is placed on its roof when inside is 
black darknoas 1 Similarly it will not avail 
you that the light of knowledge should be in 
your mouths when yonr inner parts are waste 
and uncultivated respecting it. 0 slaves of the 
world, you ue not pious slaves, or honourable 
like freemen. The world will soon uproot you 
and threw you on your faces, then it will over¬ 
turn you on your nostrils; then your eons wiU 
seize your forelcoka and thrust you from behind 
you, until they hand you over to the Boyal 
Judge, naked and ruin^. Then He wiU tn^e 
you think of your baseness and will req,nite you 
for the evil of your deeds." 

A., 81; M., 53.—Jesus (Peace be upon him 1) 
said, " Why do you come to me wearing monks’ 
clothing while your hearts are the hearts of 
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TaT«QOTis volres ? Put on king’s olotlui^ and 
mortify your lioarta with fear.” 

A., 98 ; Jtf., 76.—When Jeaua (Pe&oe bo upon 
him 1) thought of death hie a^n uaed to drop 
blood. 

A., 101; M., 76.—Jeeua (Peaoo bo upon him t) 
said, “ 0 company of the disoiplee, pray to God 
(Bzalted is He t) that He may ma^ aaey for me 
tMs intoxication (meaning death), for I fear 
death in such a way that my fear of it has be¬ 
queathed it to me.” [Probably TneanlTig that 
&e fear of death is as Bevere as t^ pains of death 
tbemselres.] 

A., I08.>^esus, eon of Mary (Peace be upon 
him!) said, ''In the lost days there will bo 
learned men who teach abetmenoo in the world 
but will not be abstinent themselves, who will 
teach men to take doHght in the next world but 
will not take delight in it themaelvos, and who 
will warn men against coming b^ore rulers but 
will not refrain thomsolves. They will draw 
near the rich and keep far away from the poor; 
they will be ploofiant to great men but will 
shrink from humble men. Those are the 
brethren of the derils and the enomice of the 
Merciful.” 

A., 110.—Jesus, son of Mary (Peace be upon 
them I) said to the clisoiplee, “ Woe to you, 
slaves of the world I How do your branolue 
diffsT from your roots and your desres from 
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jour znicds I Ycfoi speech is e remedy which 
could cure diaeese, hut your action is a disease 
which is not amenable to treatment. Are you 
not Uke the Tine whose leaves are beautiful, 
whose fruit is good, and whose growth is easy ? 
But you are Him the acacia whose leaves are few, 
whose thorns are many, and whose growth is 
difficult. Woe to you, slaves of the world I 
You have put action under your feet; whoever 
wishes may take it. And you have put the world 
over your heads; it cannot be taken. You ate 
neither ^core slaves nor honourablo freemen. 
Woe to you, whelps of evil I You take the 
reward but spoil the work. You will moot what 
you tte on your guard against when the l^rd of 
the work oonsid^ His work which you have 
spoiled and His reward which you have taken," 

A., 115.—The Messiah (God hlees him ^id grant 
him peace I) said, " The friends of God, upon 
whom there is no fear who do not grieve 
[this phrase oocum frequently in the ^ran. 
Of. XI, 36 etc.], ore they who look into the inner 
things of the world when men look at its outward 
tihipgs, and at its hereafter whon men look at its 
present. They have mortified what they feared 
would kill them, and have abandoned what they 
knew wonld abandon them. They are the 
enemies of what makes peace with men and 
make peace with what is hostile to men. For 
them is a wonderful good and with them is the 
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voadexful good. Of them the Soriptore spoke 
$£iA of it they apeak. With them is the knowle^e 
of light guidance and they are aoquunted with 
it, They see no security apart from what they 
hope for, and no fear ap^ from what they 
are on their gnard against.’’ 

A., 1150.—It has been related in the ancient 
books that the disciples said to Jeaus (l?eace be 
upon (), “ 0 Spirit of God, describe to ue 
the friends of God (Exalted is Ho !) upon whom 
there is no feax, and who do not grieTO.” Then 
he (Peace be upon him 1) said, eto. . . . 

•• their lemembrance in it is ^ath and their joy 
in it is grief [i.e. in the world]. Whatever of It 
encounters them they reject, and whatever of 
it is elevated to them they put down. Tho 
world is bad in their sight and they do not renew 
it; and it has gone to ruin among them and they 
do not build it i and it has died in thoii breasts 
and they do not bring it back to hie after its 
death ; and they have built their noxt life in it.

A., 12S.—It was a custom of the Messiah’s to 
go every day from village to village of the 
villages of Palestine and town to town of 
the habitations of the Children of Israel, curii^

people ftnd preaoHng to them and Ebdmonielimg 
them ftTid summoning them to the kii^dom of 
hearen and making them iekke pleasure in it 
and making them practise aeoeticiem in the 
world and making o]m to them ite deceitfulnesa 
and its hopes. AnH he was soi^ht the Mag 
of the Children of Israel and by the rabble ; 
while he was among a company of people, so 
that a rush was made at that he might he 
taken, he turned aside among the people and it 
was impossible to catch him, and nothing was 
known of him until news of him came from 
another village, so ho was sought there; and that 
was his cuatom and their custom for thirty 
months [i.e. he kept elru^ng them for that period]. 
Then when God (Exited is He I) wished to take 
him and raise him to Himself, his disciples 
gathered with him in Jemsedem in a room be* 
longing to one [/sm.] of his companions, and he 
aald, " Verily I am going to my Ehther and your 
Father, and 1 am giving you an iniunctiou before 
the departure of my divine nature and am 
m^ki^ g with you a covenant and a ple^e. So 
he who receives my injunction and fulhls my 
covenant will be with ms to-morrow; but he 
who does not receive my injunction, I have 
nothing to do with him, and he has nothing to 
do with me.” Then they said to him, “ What 
is it ? ” He replied, “ Go to the kii^B of the 
ends of the eeuth and convey to them what I

iiare ohaiged you with, &nd Gummoa thsoi to 
that to which 1 have summoned you, and do 
not deceive them, and do not fear them, for 
when I leave my humanity 1 shall bo standing 
in heaven at the right hand of the throne of my 
Tether and your ^ther, and shall he with you 
wherever you go and shall strengthen you with 
help and strongth hy the permiaaion of my 
Fa^er. Go to them and summon them with 
gentleness and cure them and command them 
to be kind and forbid them what is unlawful, 
until you ace killed, or crucified, or rejected 
from the earth.” Then they asked, “What is 
the verification of what you command us ! ” 
He replied, “ 1 am the &Bt who does that.” 
And Im went out tl\o next day and appeared 
to the people and began to summon them and 
admonish them and warn them until he was 
and carried to the king of the Children 
of Israel. Tbeo he ordered him to be oruoified, 
and his hniuanity ws« crucified and his hands 
were nailed to the two pieces of wood of the cross, 
and he remained on the cross from dawn to 
afternoon. And he asked for water, and was 
given vineg^ to drink, and he was pierced with 
a lance. Then he was buried where the cross 
was and forty people were put in charge of tho 
grave; and all happened in the presence 
of his companions and his disciples. Then when 
th^ saw that happen to him, they were sure amd 
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ksew t/bAi he had coxotoAnded them nothing in 
whioh he was difTerent from them. Three days 
afterwards the;^ gathered in the place where he 
promised them to appear to them and they saw 
those signs whioh (had been arranged] between 
him and them ; and the news spread among the 
Children o! Israel that the Mesuah had not been 
kihed. Then the graye was dng up, and the 
humanity was not found. The parties ^ong 
them disagreed, and thfsre was a great amount 
of talk which is too long to be recounted. Then 
Terily those dismplee who had accepted his 
injunction separated in the country and each 
of them went his own way. One went to the 
west, one to Abyssinia, two to Rome, two to the 
king of Antioch, one to Persia, one to India, and 
two remained in the dwelhngs of the Children of 
Israel summoning them to the opinion of the 
Messiah nntil most of them were Wiled, and the 
Messiah’s claim was spread in east and west 
by the deeds of the disciples. 

d., 129 .—The Meesiah used to say to the 
disciples, “ I haye oxJy oome from my Father 
end your Father to give you life from the death 
of ignorenoe, and to oure you from the disease 
of disobediences, and to heal you from the 
disease of peryeree opinions and eyil manners 
and wicked deeds, that your souls may he refined 
and made aliye by the spirit of knowledge, and 
yon may ascend tO the of heayen beaide 
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my Father and your Father, There yoti will 
live the liie ol the happy <niee and will he saved 
from the prison of the world, and the pains of 
the realm of existence, and the decay which 
is the dwelling of the mlserahle onee, and the 
neighbourhood of devils, and the dominion of 
Iblis " [Satan]. 

147,—It is related concerning Jesus, son 
of Mary (God’s blessings and peace be upon 
them () that he said, “ 0 company of the learned, 
you have deviated from the way, and you havo 
loved the world; so as inngfl liave left wisdom 
to yon, leave their rule to them.” 

A,, 169.—This is the meaning of the Messiah, 
son of (Peace be upon ^cm (), when he 
had water in his right hand and broad in Ms left 
hand, ” This is my father and this is my mother,” 
Ha made the water father, and he made the food 
mother, because the water of the earth is In the 
place of the semen with relation to the woman. 
This [the earth] brings forth from this [water], and 
this [woman] b^omea pregnant from this [semen]. 

160.—A1 Fodeil, eon of lyadh, said: 
Seme people said to Jesus, son of Mary (Peace 
be upon Mm I), ”By what thing do you walk 
open the water ? ” He replied, By fmth and 
certainty.” They said, “ But we believe as 
yon believe, and we are certain as you are certEun.” 
Ee sMd, “ Then walk.” *When he said it they 
walked with Mm, and a wave came and raised 
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him up, and Jeens (Peace ‘be npon him I) said 
to them, ” What is the matter with you ? ” 
They replied, " We feared the wave.’* He eaid, 
“ Did you not fear the Lord of the wave ? ” 

A., 161.—Jeeus, aon of Mairy (Peace he upon 
him 1) aud, Be seamed before God (Great and 
gloiioQs is He t) in your aecret aSaire, ae you are 
aahamed before Him in your public afiaire.” 

A., 163.-*-Verily I have seen in the Gospel of 
Jesna (Peace be upon him I), “ Phosi the time a 
dead body is placed on the bier until it is placed 
on the edge of the grave, God (Exalted is He !) 
asks of it by His greatness forty questions. 
Pirst God (S^ted is He I) says, My servant, 
you have been pure in tho sight of men for 
years, but you have not been pure in My sight 
for an hour, and every day I was looking into 
your heart- My servant, what were you 
occupied with apart from Me when you were 
surrounded by My blessings ? Were you not 
deaf and unhearing t ” 

A., 172,—It is related that Jeeus (Peace be 
upon him 1) went out one day and met Xblia 
pftton ] honey in one hand and ashes in the 
other ; so he smd, “ What are you doing, 0 enemy 
td God, with this honey and asl^! ” He 
replied, '* As r^ards the honey, I put it on the 
lips of slanderers that they may become eloquent 
fram it ; and as regards the ashes, I put them 
on the face of orphans that men may hate them.” 
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A., 186 .—It is menticmed concercdog Jeeufi 
(Peace be upon biTo I) that he said, 0 Lord, 
how cao 1 thank Th^ when my thanks is a 
favour from Thee for which 1 must give thanks 1 * ’ 
Then God said, " When you have recognised this, 
you have thanked Me.” 

A., 197.—Jeeus, son of Mary (Peace be upon 
them (), said, “ 0 companies of jurists, you have 
sat on the road of the life to come, but you 
have not walked so that you might reach it, nor 
have you allowed anyone to pass you to it; so 
woe to hjpi who is broiled by you I ” 

A.. 198, of. M., 1.—The following is related 
on ^ authority of al Sha'bi. Gabriel met 
Jeeus (Blessing and peace be upon them 1) and 
JeeuB said to him, “ When is the past] hour t ” 
Then Gabriel trembled in his wings and said, 
“ He who is asked about it is no better informed 
than he who asks. It is burdensome in the 
heavens and the earth; it will oidy come 
suddenly.” 

A., 206.—The son oi ‘Adi related on the 
authority of Abu 8atd al TThadri a tradition 
that when his mother handed over Jeeua, son 
of Mary, to the school that one should teach him, 
the teacher said to him, “Write, BvmiUaAi 
(In tke name of Ood).” Jeeus said to him, 

“ What is (Jn the name) t ” The teacher 
replied, “I do not know.” Then Jesus said, 

“ (The letter] bd' is AUah (tht glory Q]Ood)t 
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&nd sin is sanatAu {Sis grandsur), and nim is 
mvlkuhii (Sis kingdom), and AUah is the God 
of gods. And ar Sa^mdn (ffu Mercdfti^) means 
Merciful in this world and the next; and ar 
Sahm {Ae Compamcnaie) means Compassionate 
in the next vorld,” etc. 

[In the above passage Jeeue is represented as 
ezpluning the words BisniUahi ar Jia^mdn ar 
Sa^m (In Ae mms of Ood, At Msrcipi, At 
CowpassiomU) which occur at the beginning of 
ah but one of the sui’ahs of the ^ordn,] 

A., 913.—God (Exaltod is He I) revealed to 
Jesus (Pdoco bo upon him!) “A prophet does 
not lack his respect except in his own country.” 

A.> 214.—Messiah (Peace be upon him I) 
said to the disciples when he gave them an 
injunction, Mid came to the end of it, “ If you 
do what 1 have commanded you, you will be with 
me to-morrow in the kingdom of heaven with 
my Lord and your Lord, and you will see the 
excels round His throne (Exalted is He I) singing 
His praise and praising His holine88> and there 
you will enjoy all pleasures without eating and 
drinking.*’ 

A., 216.—Jesus (Peace be upon him I) said, 
“ If I had said it, Thou wouldeat have known it 
fpLOrtn V, 119], because Thou art He who spe^ 
in my form, and Thou art the tongue with which 
1 speak, making it sure that Thou alone art in 
my desire and In my person.” 
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A.,2\ 6.—It is lelAited oa the authority of Wohb, 
BOB of Munahhih, that Jesus, son of Mary (Peace 
be upon him 1} said, “ Woe to you, slayee of the 
world ] What use is the spreading of the sun’s 
light to a blind man when he docs not see it 1 
Similarly the abundance of a learned man's 
knowlet^ is of no use to him when he does not 
act acoording to it. How many fruits of trees 
are there, yet all of them are not useful and are 
not eaten ( And how many learned men are 
there, yet all of them do not profit from what 
they learnt So be on your guard agsdnst the 
false learned men who weu woollen olothing and 
bend down tbdr heads to the earth, glancing 
under their eyebrows as wolves glanco. Their 
speech disagrees with their action. Who plucks 
from thorns and figs from coloc^th ? 
Similarly the speech of a false learned man 
produces only falsehood. For when its owner 
does not tie up a camel in the doseart it goes off 
to its home and its people; and when one who 
possesses knowledge do^ not act upon it, it 
departs from his breast and abandons him and 
leaves him void. And just as the seed is of no 
use without water and soil, so is faith without 
knowledge and works. Woe to you, slaves of the 
world! Everything has a sign by which it is 
known and witness is given to at or about it, and 
verily religion has th^ signs by which it is 
known: faith, knowledge, and works." 
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A., 10.—It is related that Jeaua (Ood's blessing 
and peace be upon him |) went out to pray iot 
lain, and when [the disdplee] became bored, 
Jeans (Peace be upon him I) aaid to then, 
Whoever of you hae committed ein, let him 
return.'’ Then they oh returned, and only one 
man remained with him in the desert. Jestis 
(Peace be upon him 1) said to him, Hava yon 
never committed a sin ? ” Se replied, '' By 
God, 1 am aware of nothing except that one day 
when I was praying a woman passed me and 1 
looked at her with this eye ; but when she passed 
me I put my finger in my eye, pinched it out, 
and tSuew it after the woman.” Then Jeeus 
(Peace be upon him 1) said to him, ” Bo you pray 
to God, that I may say Amen to your prayer ! *' 
So he prayed and the sky was covered with douds, 
and tlM rain poured down and they were provided 
with water. [Of, A., 201, p. 121.] 

A., 39.—*Omar, son d Said, eaid: Jesus 
(Peace be upon him |) passed a village, and lo I 
all its people were dead in the open spaces and 
the roads. Then he said, ” 0 company of the 
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disciples, these p^ple died because ol [Qod’s] 
anger, for if they had died from any ether cause 
they would have buried one another.'' They 
said, 0 Spirit of God, we should like to know 
what happened to them.” So he asked God 
(Ezalted is He !) and He revealed to him, “ When 
night comes, call to them and they will answer 
you.” When night came, he went up on a hill 
and oalled, “ 0 people of the villa^ I ” Then 
one actswered him, “ At your service, 0 Spirit 
of God.” He ask^, ” is your condition, 
and what happened to you t ” He replied, 
“ At night we were in healths and in the morning 
we were in hell.” He said. ” How did that come 
about 1 ” He replied, “ By our love of the 
world and our obedience to the people of dis¬ 
obediences.” He smd, ** What kind of love had 
you for the world 1 ” He replied, “ The love of 
a boy for bis mother; when it approached we 
rejoiced in it, and when it tamed its bock we 
grieved and wept for it.” He said, ” What Is 
the matter with your companions that they have 
not replied to me ? ” He said, “ Because they 
are bridled with bridlea of fire in the hands of 
rough, mighty angels,” He said, “ Then how 
did you answer me from among them ? ” He 
replied, “Because I was among them but was 
not of them. Then when the pimishment 
descended on them it smote me along with them, 
and I was suspended on the brink of Jahannam, 
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not knowing wkother I alioold escape from it, 
or be oTertomed into it.’* Then tbe Measi&h 
said to the disciples, “Verilf the eating of 
barlej bread with pounded salt, and the wearii^ 
of aaokidoth, and sleepii^ on dunghills often 
^coompaoiee health in world and the nest." 

A., 64.—’The following is related on the auth¬ 
ority of Jailr, on the authority of Lcuth. A man 
aooompanied Jesus, son of Mary (Peace be upon 
him 1), and said, " I will be with you and will 
accompany you." So they set oS and came to 
the ba^ of a rlror and eat down to breakfaat: 
and they had three loavce. They ate two 
loaTes, and a third lo^ was left oyer. Then 
Jesus (Peace be upon him I) rose up and went 
to the lirer and drank, after which be returned, 
but did not find the loaf ; so he said to the man, 
“ Who took the loaf ? ** He yeplied, '* I do not 
know.** Then he set off with his compaziion 
and saw a gazelle with two of her young. The 
narrator says, He called oxie of them and it oame 
to him ; then he out its throat and roasted part 
of it, and he and that man ate. Then he sud 
to the yoimg gazelle, “ Else, by the permission 
of Ood.” When it rose ^d went away, he said 
to the man, “ I ask you by Him who has shown 
you this sign. Who took the loaf 1 " He replied, 
**X do not know." Afterwards they came to 
a wadi with water in it ^d Jesus took the man’s 
hand mui they walked on the water. Then when 
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tliey liEul crossed he said to horn, “ 1 ae^ 7011 
]>7 vho ha^ ahown you this sign, Who took 
the loaf 1 ” He replied, “ I do not know.'* 
Then they oaxne to a deeert and sat down, and 
Jesus (Peace be upon him 1 ) began to eoUeot 
earth and a heap ot sand, aftsr which he said, 
“ Become gold, by the permission of Ood 
(Exalted is He I).” It became gold, and he 
divided it into three parts and a^, “ A third 
is for me, a third for you, and a third for him 
who took the loaf.” Then he said, I am the 
<me who took the loaf.” He said, “It is aU 
yours." Jesus (Peace be upon hrm {) then left 
him and two men came to him in the desert 
while he had the wealth with him and wished 
to take it from him and kill him. He said, 
“ It is among us in thirds; so send one of you 
to the viUage to buy food lor ns to eat.” Xbe 
narrator said: They sent one of them, and he 
who was sent said [to himself], ‘‘Why should 
I divide this wealth with these men ? 1 shall 
put poison in this food and kill them and take 
the wealth myself.” So he did so. And these 
two men said, ” Why should we give this man a 
third of the wealth ? When he returns we sh^ 
kill him, and divide the wealth between ue.” The 
narrator said : So when he returned they killed 
him and ate the food and died; and that wesdth 
remained in the desert with those three lying 
dead beside it.

A.» $7 ; M., 69 .—It is rekted that a robber 
had been oommittin^ highway robbery among 
the Children of Israel for forty yeELis. [One day] 
Jeeus (Peace be upon him 1 } passed by followed 
by a pious man of the Children of lera^d who was 
one ^ the disdplos. Then the robber said to 
himself, “This is the prophet of God who is 
passing with his disciple beside him; if X went 
down, I should make a third with them.” So he 
went down and began to make to approach the 
disciple, but he was despising himself out of 
respeot for the disciple, and saying to himself, 
The like of me cannot walk bedde this pious 
man.” [The narrator] said: The discipb noticed 
him and said to himself, ” This xnan is walking 
beside me.” So he drew himself together and 
went to Jesus (Blessing and peace be upon him 1) 
and walked beside him, and the robber remained 
behind him. Then God (Exalted is He t) lerealed 
to Jesus (Blessing and peace be upon him t), 
” TcOJ them to begin their works afresh, for I 
have nullified their past works. As regards the 
disciple, 1 have nullified his good deeds .because 
of hiB self'conceit; and as regards the other, 1 
have nullified bis evil deeds because he despised 
himself.” So [Jesus] informed them about that, 
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and joined the robber to himself in hie wandering 
and made him one oi his diaciplee. [Of. A., 137, 
p. 109.] 

A., 84.^It is related that Jesua (Peace be 
upon him I) paaeed three people whose bodiee 
were wasted and who were pale and said, “ What 
has brought os you that which I see ? They 
replied, “ Fear of hell." He said, “ It is God's 
duty to render secure him who fears." After* 
war^ he passed from them and to other 
three, and lo! they were in gr^Uter emaciation 
and paleness, so he said, '‘What has brought 
on you that which 1 see ? " They replied, 
" Deeire of Paradise.” He said, “It is God's 
duty to give you what you hope for.” After 
that he passed from them mid came to other 
three, and lo I they were in stJl greater emaciation 
and paleness as though mirrors of light were over 
their faces, so he 62 ^, “What has brought on 
you that which I see I ” They replied, “ We 
love God (Great and glorious is He [).” He said, 
“ You are those who are nearest to God ; you are 
those who are nearest to God; you are those who 
are nearest to God."

Implied, The thought of bell has made us pale, 
0 son of Mary ; he who enters hell will not taete 
ooid ordruxh.” 

A., 88 ; M., 67.—It is related that Jesua 
(Peaoe be upon hioi I) paased a man who wee 
blind, leprous, lame, paralysed on both aides, 
whose flesh was falling from eiepbantlastfi, but 
who was saying, “ Praise be to God who has kept 
me free from that with which He has afflicted 
many of His crcaturos I ’’ Then Josus said, 

" 0 man, what affliction do I see removed from 
you ? He replied, “ 0 Spirit of God, 1 am 
better than he in whose he^ God has not put 
the knowledge of Himself which He has put m* 
my heart.” He said to him, “ You have spoken 
the truth; give me your hand.” He gare him 
his hand, and lo I he became the most beautiful 
of men in face and the finest in figure, for Qod 
had removed from him what he was suffering 
from. So he aooompanied Jesus (Peace be upon 
him I) and worshipp^ with him. 

A., 99.^1t is said that while Jesus (Peace 
be upon him 1} was sitting and an old mau was 
working with a spade with which he was starring 
up the ground, Jesus said, “ 0 God, take away 
hope from him.” Then the old man put away 
the spade and lay down and remained for a time. 
JeeuB then said, “ 0 Qod, restore hope to him,” ' 
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ftod he got up and began to work. Jesua aakod 
biTfi about that and he said, “ While I wae 
working, lo I my soul said to me, ' How long are 
you going to work, for yon are a Tery old man 1 ’ 
So I threw away t4d spade and lay down. Then 
my soul s^d to me, ‘ By God, yon must have food 
as long as you remain; ’ so 1 arose to my spade.’* 
A., 102; Sf., 77.—It is related that Jesus 
(Peace be upon him I) psesod by a skull and 
kioked it with his foot and said, " Speak, by the 
permis^n d God.” It sMd, " 0 S^t of God, 
I was a king at snob and such a time. While 
I was sitting in my kingdom on my throne of 
state with my orown on my head and my troops 
and my suite around me, lo I the angel of death 
.appeared to me. Then every limb of mine 
perished when he appeorod, and my soul went 
out to him. So would t^t there had been 
abandonment with respect to those compazuee I 
And wonld that there had been solitude with 
respect to that society 1 ” 

^his is followed in Asin’s colleotion by four 
other accounts of the story of the skull. The 
foQowing is the fourth and longest of them.] 

A., 102 —The story of the skull. 

It is znentlooed, hut God knows host, that Jesus 
(Peace he upon him I) one day passed a wadi 
called the wadi of the Eeeurrection, and lo 1 
he saw a white pkiill whose honee were crumbling. 
Its whiteness astonished him , for its owner hM 
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been dead for ser^tj'two yeara; bo Jesus 
(Peace be upon him I) said, 0 Qod, whom eye 
cannot see^ or opinions disc^er, or mon deecri^, 
I ask Thee to permit this akuU to tell me to what 
people it bebogeds’’ God repealed to him, 0 
Jesus, speak to it and it will speak to yon by My 
power, for 1 am omnipotent/’ [The narrator] 
said; Then Jesus performed his ablutions, and 
baTiiig prayed two rek'as, approached it and 
said, ‘‘In the name of God, the Merciful, the 
Compassionate/’ Then the skull answered him 
with ready tongue, and it was sayii^, 0 Spirit 
of God, you hare named tixe best of the names.” 
Jesus (Peace be upon him I) said to it, “I ask you 
by the mighty God, will you not tell me where 
are the beauty and the wHtenesa, and where are 
the flesh and the fat, ^nA where are the bones 
and the spirit 1 ” Then it replied to him, “ 0 
Spirit of G od, a s r^ards the beauty and the 
whiteness, tne ~<iust has changed them; and as 
regards the flesh the fat, the worms haTe 
eaten them ; and as regards the bones, they baTe 
crumbled ; and aa regards the spirit, it is to-day 
in hell in severe pvuiisKment.” Jesus (Peace be 
upon him () said to it, “ I ask you by tbe mighty 
God, to what people did you belong ? ” It 
replied to him,0 Spirit of God, I belonged to a 
people with whom God was angry in the world.” 
He asked it, “How was God angry with you 
is the world ? ” It replied to him, “ 0 Spirit 
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of Go4> God sent -08 & prophet who brought ua the 
truth, but we rejected him, eard who commandod 
us to obey God, but we disobeyed Him ; so God 
sent down on us rain and thunderbolts for ae^en 
yeara and seven months and seren days. Then 
one day some of the avenging angels alighted 
upon us, everyone of whom had two whips, one 
of iron and one of hie; and an angel kept grasping 
my soul from joint to joint, and from vein to 
vein, till the eoul reached the windpipe.*’ The 
akuU said: After that the angel of death 
stretched out his hand and took out zny soul.” 
Jesus (Peace he upon him t) sadd to it, I ask 
you by the mighty God, will you not describe 
to me the augel of death ? ” It replied to him, 
" 0 Spirit of Qod, he has a hand in the East and 
a hand in the West; his head is in the top of the 
seventh heaven and his feet are in the lowest 
borders of the seven seventh] earths ; the 
world is between his knees and created things 
are before him.” It conrinued, 0 apostle of 
God, only an hour bter two hlaok and blue 
angels came to me with voices like resounding 
thunder and eyes like swift lightning and short, 
curly hair, who were piercing the earth with their 
uaUs. Then they asked me, ‘ ‘Who is your Lord, 
and who is your prophet, and who is your imam t ' 
[leader in theology]. 1 was terrified at them, 
0 Spirit of God, and said to them, ‘ I have no 
Lord, or prophet, or im&m but God.’ They said 
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to me, ‘ You are lying, 0 enemy of God 
of your soul; ’ and gave me a terri'ble blow witb 
a sledge-hammer of iron, from the violence of 
which blow I felt my bones were broken and roy 
cdiin rent; and they threw me into the deptlm 
of Jahanziam where they punished me ae O^od 
wills. While I was in that condition the two 
recording angels who write down what people 
do in the world oame and said to me, * 0 enemy 
of God, journey with us to the dwellii^ of the 
people of Paradise.’ ” It continued, “ So I 
jonmoyed with thorn to the first of the'gates of 
Paradise, and lo ! Paradise had eight gates made 
of bricks of gold and silver; its earth is musk, 
its grass is safiron, its stonee are pearls and 
jacinths, its rivers are mUk and water and honey, 
its mhahitante have the neighbouring planets 
as friends restricted in tents,* the work of Him 
who possesses glory and honour. I rejoiced in it, 
0 Spirit of God; then they said to me, * 0 enemy 
of God and of yourself, you did not do good 
in the world that this might be yours ; but 
journey with us to the dwellings of the people 
of hell.’ ” It went on, “ Then I journeyed with 
them to the first of the gates of hell in whioh 
snakes and scorpions were whistling, and I asked 
them ' Pot whom is this punishment! ’ They 
replied to me, ‘ For you and for those who devour

phnae ii thoreforo a ooojootun. 
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the property of orphans by oppwesion.' ” It 
oontim^, “ Thereafter I journeyed with them 
to the eeoond gate and lo I there were men 
ffnapecded by their beards like doge, with blood 
and pus before them for food. I asked them 
[the angels], ‘Tor whom is this pomshment 1 ’ 
They replied to mo, ‘ For you, and for those who 
drink wine in the world and eat what is for* 
bidden.’” It continued, “I then journeyed 
with them to the third gate, and lo ! there were 
men with fixe entering mouths and corrdng 
out at thw backs. X aeked, ‘ For whom is this 
punishment!' They replied to me, ' For yon, 
and for those who reproach virtuous women in 
the world.’ ” It went on, " I jonmoyed next 
with them to the fourth gate, and lo 1 there ww 
women hanging by thdx tongues with fire coming 
out of their mouths- I asked them (the angels], 
‘ For whom is this punishment! ’ They replied 
to me, ‘ For yon, and for those who neglect 
prayer in ite world/” It continued, “After- 
wsxda I joiuneyed with them to the fifth gate, 
tkiiA lo [ there were women suspended by their 
^th fixe above them. I asked them [the 
angels], ‘ For whom is this punishment ? ’ They 
replied to mo,' For you, and for those who adorn 
themselves in the world for people who axe not 
their spouses. ’ ” It continued, “ Then 1 jour¬ 
neyed with them to the sixth gate, and lo ! there 
were women suspended by their hair and their 
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moublu. I askod them [the angels], ' For whom 
is this pxmishment ? * They replied to me, ‘ For 
you,' and for the women who go astray in the 
world,’ ” It went on, “ Thereafter X journeyed 
with them to tke^serenth gate, and lo ! there 
were men under whom was a well oalled Hell’s 
Well into which I was thrown, 0 Spirit <sf God, 
and in which I have endvu«i fierce punishment 
and seen many terrible things.” Then Jesus 
(Peace bo upon him I) said, “ 0 skull, if you wish, 
ask mo for something, by the permission of God.” 
It said, “ 0 Spirit of God, pray God fer me to 
send me bock to the world.” So he prayed to 
God for it, and Ho brought it to life for hiTn and 
sent it back for him sound by the power of God 
(Piaise be to Him I). It remained for twelve 
ye^ worshipping God aloog with Jesus (Peace 
be upon him I) until the inevitable, i.e. death, 
came to it. It then died in faith, and God in 
His mercy made it one of the people of Paradise. 

d., 106.—It is related concerning Jesus (Peace 
be upon him 1 } that he came on a fire which was 
kindled over a man in the desert. Jesus then 
took water to put it out, and the fire changed 
into a youth, and the man changed into fire. 8o 
Jesus (Peace be upon him |) wept and said, ** 0 
Lord, restore them to their former state that I 
roay see what thdr sin was.” Then that fixe 
was removed from them, and lo ( they were a 
man and a youth. The man said, “ 0 Jesus, 
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I have be«n afflicted in the world by love of tbia 
yooth, and dealre urged me on untoi I sinned with 
one Thorsday n^t, after which 1 sinned with 
him another day. ^ten a man came upon us and 
said to ua,' Woe to you 1 Fear God (’ 1 replied 
to him, ‘ I am not afraid, and I do not fear.* Then 
when i died, and the youth died, God (Great 
and glorious is He!) turned us into wbat you see. 
Sometimes he hecomes die and bums me, and 
sometimes I become die and bum him. And this 
is oQx punishment until the Day of Eesuireotion.'* 

A., 120.—In one of the hoo^ which have been 
translated [it is said} that John and Simon were 
ft.rr^r>y»g the disciplos. John neTer sat in any 
company without laughing and making those 
around him laugh; and Simon ncrer eat in any 
company without weeping and making those 
around weep. [Once] Simon said to John, 
“ How often you laugh, as though you had ceased 
from your work 1 John replied to him, “ How 
often you weep, as though you had despaired 
of your Lord I *’ Then God rerealed to the 
Messiah, The more attractiTO of the two natures 
to Me is John’s nature.” 

A~, 121.—In a book also [it is ssid] that Jesus, 
son of Mary, met John, son of Zechariah (Blessing 
and peace be upon them!) and John smiled to 
him. Then Jesus said to him, " Verily you 
of a belicTftr.” John said to him, 
*' Verily you frown the frown of a despondent 
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one.’' God then leTealed to Je^s, ‘‘What 
John doee is more attractive to me/’ 

[While the two preceding pasaagea preenznably 
come from the same source, it should be noted 
that in the Arabic there is no confusion between 
the two Johns. In 120 the name is Yuhani^, 
and in 121 it is Yah;^.] 

A~, 131.—It is mentioned that Jesus (Peace 
be upon him 1) used to raiee the dead to life by 
the permission of God (Exalted is He 1). Some 
unb^evers [once] said to him, “ Tou have raised 
people who have died recently, and perhaps they 
ware not dead; so raise for us one who died in 
the earliest times.” He said to them, “ Choose 
whom you will/’ They said, Raise for us 
Shem, son of Noah/’ Then he came to his grave 
and prayed two rek'ae and called on God (Exalted 
is He ]), and God raised Shem, son of Noah, and 
lo I his head and beard had b^ome white. But 
someone said, “ What is this 1 Th^ were no 
white hairs in your day.” He replied, I heard 
the summons, and I thought tl^ Resurrection 
had come, so the of my head and beard 
became white from terror/’ Someone asked, 
" Bow long have yon been dead 1 ” He replied, 
"For four thotuiand years; but the agony of 
death has not left me yet.” 

A., 137.—Li the time of Jesus (Blessing and 
peace be upon him!) there was a man called 
Accursed for bis avarice. One day a man who 
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ynehed to nuLke a raid eame to him and said, 
“ 0 Acoursfid, give me some arms to help me in 
mj raid, and hy eo doing you will 1 >e eiie from 
hell but he turned away from him and gave 
him nothing. The man then turned back, but 
the ocouised one repented and called to him 
and gave him hia sword, The man returned, and 
Jesus (Peace ho upon him ]), accompanied by a 
pions man who had worahipped Qod for seventy 
years, met him and sud to him, ''Where have 
you come from with this sword ! " He replied, 
"The aceursed one gave me it.” So Jesus 
rejoiced at bis almsgivizig. The accursed one 
was [one day] sitting at his door, and when Jesus 
(PeaM be upon him [) passed him accompanied 
by the pious man, the accursed one said to him- 
s^, " I will ahse and look at the face of Jesus 
and at the face of the pious man.” So when 
he arose and looked at them the pious man said, 
" I shall dy and run from ^hia accursed one before 
he bums me with his fire.” Then. Ood (Great 
and glorious is He I) revealed to Jesus (Peace 
be upon him!), “ Say to My servant, I have 
forgiven this sinner because of his almsgiving 
with the sword and because of his love for you ; 
and say to the pious man, Verily he will be your 
friend in Paradise.” The pious man said, " By 
God, I do not wish Paradise in his company, 
neither do 1 wish a friend like him.” So God 
(Great knd glonous is He 1) revealed to Jesus 
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(Pe4C« be upon bimi), “Say to My e6r7aut, 
Verily you were not pleased with My decree and 
you despised My servant, so I have made you 
accursed among the people of bell; I have changed 
your abodes in Paradise for bis in hell, Ebnd have 
given your abodes in Paradise to ^ servant 
and bis abodes in hell to yon.” [Cf. A., 67; M., 
59, p. 99 ?]. 

A., 138.^'Abdallah, son of Haban, al Bokharl 
told us on the authority of Abu al Paraj al Azdi 
that Jesus, son of Mary (Peace bo upon them I), 
passed by a village in which was a fuller. The 
people of the village said, “ 0 Josos, verily this 
ftiUer tears our clothes for us and keeps them; 
so pray to God that He should not let hitn come 
ba4^ with his bundle.” So Jesus (Peace be 
upon him I) said, “ 0 God, do not let Him come 
back with his bundle.” [The narrator] said: 
Then the fuller went away to clean the clothes, 
and he had three loaves with him. And one 
who was practising devotion in those billa came 
to the fuller and said to him, “ Have you any 
bread to give me to eat, or to show me that I may 
smell its odour I For I have not eaten any 
bread for such and suoh a time.” So he gave 
him a loaf, and he said, “ 0 fuller, OJod forgive 
you your sin and purify your heart I ” Thoa 
he gave him the second, and be said, “ 0 fuller, 
God forgive you your pa^ and your future sins I ” 
Bo he gave him the third to eat, and he said, 
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“ 0 fuller, God build 70 U a palaoe in Paradise 1 
file fuller returned s^e in tke evening and tbe 
Tillage eaid, “ 0 Jeeua, this fuller has oome 
back.*’ He eaid, “ Call him.” Then when he ' 
oame to him he said, “ 0 fuller, tell me what you 
did tp-day.” He replied, “ One of the pilgrimj 
of those came to me asking for food and I 
gave him three loaves to eat, and with every 
loaf 1 gave him he o€ered np prayers for me.” 
Jesus (Blueing and peace he upon him I) said, 

“ Bring your bundle that I may looknt it." He 
gave him it and he opened It, and lo t there was 
in it a black snake curbed with an iron ourb. 
Jesus (Peace be upon him t) said, " 0 bUek one I " 
It replied, "At your service, 0 prophet of God! " 
He s^d, “ Have you not been sent to this man ? ’’ 
It replied, " Yes, but a pilgrim from those hills 
came to him and asked him for food, and with 
eveiy loaf he gave him to eat he offered up a 
praym^ for him, and an angel was standing and 
saying * Amen I ’ Then God (Exalted is He 1) 
sent an ang^ to me and he ouxbed me with an 
iron curb." Then Jeaus (Peace be upon him I) 
eaid, “ 0 fuller, recommence your work, for God 
has forgiven you by the hleesing of your alms¬ 
giving to Him.” [Of. A., 210, p. 126.] 

A., 143 tie.—The prophet—i.e. Mohammad—* 
(God bless him and grant him peace 1} said that 
God commanded John, son oi Zeohanab, five 
words according to which he was to act, and he 
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wu to command tlie Children of Israel tliat they 
should act according to them, but he wae on the 
point of delaying with thorn. So Jesus said, 
“VoriJy God has commanded you fire words 
aocordlDg to which you should act, and you must 
oommand the Children of Israel that they should 
oot according to them ; so either you must com- 
. , mand them, or I will command them.'’ John 
said, “ I am afraid that ii you precede me with 
them, I may be swallowed up or punished.*' 
. Then ho gathered the people together in 
Jerusalem, and the mosque was full and they 
sat on tho pinnacle* ; and he said, “ Verily God 

• commanded mo five words according to which 
' I should act and should order you to aot according 

to them. The first is that yon should worship 
God and aesoolate nothing with Him ■, for he who 
J associates anything with God is like a mao who 
^ buys a slaTo with all hi* property, in gold or 

* f documents, and says, * This is my house and this 
'f is my work, so work and bring me profit,' then 
f he works and brings profit ior someone elee. 

So which of you wishes to be like that 1 And 
f verily God commands you to prsetise prayer; 
y and when you pray, do not turn about, for God 
directs His face to His servant's face in his 
prayer so long as he does not turn about. And 
He commands you to observe fasting, for that is 
like a man in a company who has a purse in which 
is musk whose perfume pleases them eh, op 
S 
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pleases him ; and ‘Terilj (be perfume of him who 
fastis is better in estimation than the 

perfume of musk. And Be commands you to 
giTe aims; for that is like a man whom the 
enemy have taken captive and bound hia hand 
to hia neck and put him forward to execute 
b>m to strike his neck], who aaye, ‘1 will 
ransom it [his neck] from you by little or by 
much; ’ BO he raneoms hime^ from them. And 
He comTnapds you to glorify Gk)d; for that is 
like a man in pursuit of whom the enemy go out 
in baste until he comes to a strong fort and 
preserves himself from them. Siidlarly the 
worshipper preserves himself from the devil only 
by glorifying God.'’ 

[Although this is attributed to John the Baptist, 
it is ineluded because Jesus is said to have been 
prepared to say it if John did not.] 

A., 143.—It is related in the ree^ that Jesus 
(Blessing and peace be upon him 1) passed a 
village; and in that village there was a hill, 
and in the bill there was great weeping and 
wailing. He said to the villagers, “What is 
this weeping and wailing in this hiU 1 ” 
They repUed, “ 0 Jesus, from the time we settled 
in this village we have beon hearing this weeping 
and this waUing in this hUl." Then Jesus 
(Peace be upon him 1} said, “ 0 Lord, permit 
this hiU to speak to me.” Ood gave the hill 
utterance and it said, “ 0 Jeeus, what do you 
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want from mal” He &aid, ''Tell me the 
meaning of your weeping and walling/' It eaid, 
“ 0 Jeeue, 1 am the MU from which the idols were 
heing hewn which men worship instead of God» 
and I am afraid lut God (Exalted is He I) i^o\Ud 
cast me into the dre of Jahannam, for I heard 
God saying, 'Fear heU whose fuel ie men and 
atones.’ ” [^cSn II, 22; LXVI. 6.] Then God 
revealed to Josus (Blessing and peace be upon 
him I), ** Say to the hill, Be at peace, for I bare 
protootod it from Jahannam.” 

A., 161.-^eaui, eon of Mary (Beaoc bo upon 
them I), poasod a graveyard and oallad to a man 
in it. Then God (Exalted is He t) brought him to 
life, and [Jesus] said, Who are you ?He i«« 
pU^," I wa« a carrier, oanying things for people. 
One day I carried some firewood for a man and 
broke off a piece of it with which 2 was pierced; 
and I am being sued for it since death." 

Au 162.*^It is related that Jesus (Blessing and 
peace be upon him I) passed a grave and kicked 
it with hie foot and said, " 0 you who are in the 
grave, arise ^ the permission of God (Exalted 
is He I)." Inen a man arose from tt^ grave 
and said, “ 0 Spirit of God, what do you want 
with me \ For 1 have been standing in judgment 
for seventy years tUl I heard the shout, ‘ Answer 
the Spirit of God.' ” Jasus said, " 0 yon, yon 
have committed many faulta and sinis, so what 
did you do ? ” He replied, 0 Spirit of God, 
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I was a seller of fool wlio earned firewood on my 
head and ate what was allowable and gave alms.’’ 
Jesus Bwd,'' Praise be to God I A soUer of fuel 
who carried fiiewood on hia head and ate what 
was allowable and gavo alms, and ho has been 
standing in judgment for seventy years 1 ” Then 
Jesus asked him about what bos Lord said to him 
in the judgment, and he said, “ 0 Spirit of God, 
one of the rohu^ of my Lord waa that He said, 
‘ Do you remember the day My servant, so and 
BO, hired you to carry a bundle of firewood for 
him, and you took a piece of wood from it and 
were pierced with it and threw it away from its 
place in the bundle out of your despite for Me, 
although you knew that I am God who looks at 
your work and your intention ! ' " 

104,_It is related on the authority of 

Mohammad, son of Abfi Musa, concerning Jeeus, 
eon of Mary (Peace be upon him !), that he paa^ 
an afflicted man and treated him kmdly and said, 
“0 God, I beseech Thee to heal him.” Then God 
(Exalted is He)) revealed to him, "How can I 
heal him from that with which I am healing him 1 ” 
[Showing that bodily trouble may lead to 
spiritual advantage.] 

no.—Jesus (Peace be upon him !) passed 
a young man watering a garden, and the young 
man said to Jesus, ” Ask your Lord to provide 
mo with an atom of His love.” Jeeua replied, 
" You are not able for an atom.” So he said. 
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Eeif an atom.” Then Jeeua (Peace be upon 
him () eaid, “ 0 Lord, pronde him with half an 
atom of Tby lore; ” after Vbich Jans (Peace 
be upon 1) went away. A long time after> 
warde, when be paseed that youjug man’s plaoe, 
he aeked about hirn and the people said, “ He 
became poeeeeeed and went to the mountains.” 
Then Jesus (Peace be upon him |) prayed God 
to show him to him, and he saw him among the 
mountcdns and found him standing on a high 
rock whose tip reached to tho sky. Jesus (Peace 
be upon him I) saluted him, but ho did not retnm 
the salutation ; so he sMd, “ I am Josus.” Then 
God (Exalted la He I) revealed to Jesus, “How 
can he in whose heart is half an atom of My love 
listen to the words of men ? By My might and 
glory, if I were to cleave him with a saw, he would 
not be aware of that I ” [Cf. A., ISd, p. 120.] 

A., 171.—It is related In the stories that John 
[the Baptist] and Jesus (Peace be upon tbeml) 
were walking in the market when a woman 
knocked against them. Then John said, “I 
am not cognisant of that.” Jesus said, ” Praise 
be to Ood 1 Your body is with me, but where 
is your heart ? ” He replied, “ 0 cousin, if my 
he^ found test in something other than Ood 
for the twinkling of an eye, 1 should think that 
1 had. not known Ood.” 

A ., 178.—Wahb, son of Munabbih, said : Jesus, 
BOB of Mary (Peace be upon him I), went out one 
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d&j with a company of his companioiie and when 
the day wae adf^anced they paaeed a held where 
the com was ready to bo rubbed, and they said, 

0 prophet of God, verily we are hungry. ” Then 
God revealed to him, “ Give them permiaeion 
oonceming their food.” So he gave them por- 
miseion, and they separated in the held rubbing 
uul eating. But whUe they were doing that, 
the owner of the field oamc, and ho was saying, 
“ It is my field and my land which 1 inhcritorl 
from my anceetors. By whoeo permission oro 
you eating, you people 1 ” [The narrator] said: 
Then Jesus piay^ to hie Lord, and God (Exalted 
is He I) raised up all who had possessed that 
land from the time of Adam till that time.
